Restoration work is again underway on one 
of Sierra Madre’s museum buildings, Richardson 
House. Located at 167 E. Mira Monte, which is 
the start of the Mt. Wilson Trail, and built in the 
1860s, Richardson House is Sierra Madre’s old¬ 
est home still standing. Under the care of the 
Sierra Madre Historical Preservation Society, the 
home was saved from demolition and restored by 
the group in 1976. 

Earthquakes and time are now requiring 
more major work be done to save the structure. 
Dane Lenton, society president and restoration 
chair and his committee, have moved the house 
back on its foundation and did much work to 
strengthen the underpinnings. 

The president’s focus is restoration of the 
front porch with work now underway, thanks to 
the generosity of Dick Forrester and his son, 
Dave. The Forresters have a family business with 
Father Dick’s portion called "Wood is Fine" and 
with Dave calling his business "Walking on 
Wood."

Sierra Madre fared

Big newspapers apparently think they need 
columnists to rate and berate, and advise John 
Doe as to what’s good or bad about his thinking 
and attitudes in regard to government, politics, 
economics and society. 

Generally speaking, these columnists are the 
self-appointed experts who have robed them¬ 
selves in the mantle of omniscience. The word 
“syndicated” attached to their writings indicates 
acceptance of sainthood. 

However, for the moment, many have called 
“time-out” in giving us the blessing of their 
knowledge, to cannibalize some of their own 
kind - newcomers who have invaded their sacred 
realm, and who have achieved stunning success 
representing new views, however valuable or 
otherwise. 

Normally, the whole fraternity rushes to 
the defense of one of their folks whose “free 
speech” has been threatened. 

But now there is a new threat. 

Main cause for the internecine waj is a 
relative newcomer, one Rush Limbaugh. Bad 
enough that he is on radio, not in the hallowed 
press. But now on television? Perish the thought. 
But he espouses a different view from most, and 
he has avid fans. That’s inexcusable. 

Indeed, the public itself has a love-hate re¬

lationship with Rush. Some love him. Some 
hate him. And there is enough of him to go 
around. 

A sample oftoday’s columnar consternation 
is furnished by the syndicated Donald Kaul, who 
says Rush in the “matinee idol of the intellectual¬ 
ly challenged.” In the same piece, he quotes one 
of his disciples saying that George Will (syndi¬ 
cated) is a miserable little, sourpussed, pompous 
panty waist. 

Mr. Limbaugh has some equally vitriolic 
retaliation. 

That’s just a sample. 

To keep perspective, it would be well to re¬ 
member that our best news broadcasts probably 
come from the little radio station, sans commenta¬ 
tors, which read wirecopy on the half hour, with¬ 
out varnish or elaboration, sponsored by the 
local malt shop. 

The big city and network TV news products 
with the elevated “anchors,” adornments and 
experts, are something else. 

As they say over in Hollywood, “That’s 
entertainment!” 

If you really need a column, stick to Erma 
Bombeck. She’s syndicated too. But she ob¬ 
viously doesn’t think she’s annointed. And she’s 
not angry with anyone.

ues may be generated by requesting claims 
from a state-mandated program. The firm could 
be paid by the city up to $11,000 to perform 
the study and at no net cost to the city. The 
state-mandated cost claiming project could be 
performed which would recover the city’s 
1992-93 compliance costs. Joyce explained that 
there is no financial risk to the city. The firm, 
DMG, is not entitled to any payment until the 
city receives reimbursement from the state. 
Once the state has made payment, DMG is paid 
from the first reimbursement payments received 
by the city from the state. All state reimburse¬ 
ments above that amount are retained by the 
city. 

Joyce outlined five factors that influence

How would Sheriff’s Department 
fit into our home? • 


Because Interim Police Chief John Thurman 
has had extensive experience with the Sheriffs 
Department contract law program, having retired 
from that organization as a captain two years 
ago. The News asked him to outline some of 
points of interest regarding that program. There 
has been much discussion around town about 
what contracting out our police department would 
mean to the village. Thurman simply listed six 
points that will answer some of the questions 
Sierra Madreans are asking 

The city of Sierra Madre would still have 
control over the assigned officers. If an officer 
does not "fit" into the community, he or she 
would be moved to another assignment in the 
Sheriffs Department. A city department does not 
have that flexibility and could be "stuck" with an 
officer for 20 to 30 years. 

Thurman said that an officer has a much bet¬ 
ter chance for a promotion. The last time an of¬ 
ficer was elevated to sergeant in Sierra Madre 
was 13 years ago. "Historically, the Sheriffs 
Department runs a promotion list for two years 
and then a new test is given," Thurman ex¬ 
plained. While only one sergeant has been elevat¬ 
ed in Sierra Madre in 13 years, the Sheriffs 
Department has promoted over 8000." 

Thurman explained that an officer would have 
the opportunity to change assignments within the 
Sheriff’s Department. It’s a chance to expand his/ 
her experience and keep their motivation at a 
high level. This is nearly impossible to do in a 
small town, Thurman explained. 

Under the contract law program, the city 
could add or delete the number of officers it 
contracts for^and this would be difficult to ac¬ 
complish in a small city when you have perma¬ 
nent employees. 


The city, under the contract law program, 
would be relieved of the following administrative 
duties: hiring new employees; employee griev¬ 
ance procedures, retirement system for employ¬ 
ees, disciplinary proceedings, employee associa¬ 
tion, termination of an employee, health care 
program, injury compensation, maternity leave, 
bereavement leave, military leave, jury duty, 
annual vacation leave and assistance with law¬ 
suits. 

Under the contract law program, the city 
would have unlimited backup in the area of patrol 
and specialized units, Thurman explained. 

The Sheriffs Department can give the city 
any level of contract it would want. In a Phase I 
study, the department would determine the min¬ 
imum coverage for citizen’s safety in Sierra 
Madre. From that point. Sierra Madre could add 
to it. 

However, until a Phase I study is requested 
by the City Council, no action will be taken. Af¬ 
ter such a study is completed, the City Council 
would decide which level of coverage the city 
would need. 

Six candidates for Sierra Madre Police Chief 
were interviewed and given a written examination 
on Jan. 12. An executive search firm will provide 
scores from this written exam concerning man¬ 
agement styles of those candidates. The three top 
candidates will be interviewed by a second panel 
which will consist of Interim Police Chief Thur¬ 
man, Fire Chief Ed Tracy, Acting City Adminis¬ 
trator Sean Joyce and two residents who, by 
Monday, had not yet been selected. Those scores 
will go to the City Council for perusal. The 
council will interview the top candidates. The 
acceptable candidates will undergo an extensive 
background investigation by an outside firm.

Duckworth resigns 
as city manager 


After coming to the 
conclusion that the 
Arcadia City Council 
was wanting a different 
management style, he 
submitted a letter of 
resignation to Mayor 
Joe Ciraulo last week 
Wednesday, according 
to Don Duckworth, who 
has served as Arcadia 
City Manager since 
September 1992. 

Duckworth, who 
came to Arcadia after 
resigning as city Manag¬ 
er in Visalia after seven 
years, said that he 
"wanted it to work out,” 
pointing out that he 
feels that Arcadia is a 
"wonderful community" 
and that he "appreciated 
the opportunity" to 


work in the city. . 

Duckworth stated in 
his letter of resignation 
that he is no longer able 
to provide responsive 
management to the City 
Council in achieving 
their goals and resigned 
in order to facilitate the 
council’s direction for 
the city. 

Mayor Joe Ciraulo 
said that Duckworth’s 
style of management 
was-” not suited to out 
city,” that, maybe, his 
style was "too invisiona¬ 
ry." Ciraulo also said 
that Duckworth is a 
"real nice guy" who 
."didn’t do anything 
wrong. His style of 
management just doesn’ t 
work in Arcadia." 


The mayor stated that 
during Duckworth’s ten¬ 
ure with Arcadia the 
city moved forward on 
several major projects, 
including Downtown 
Revitalization, joint fire 
dispatch services with 
the city of Monrovia 
and a formally adopted 
Public Information Plan. 

The City Council has 
designated William Kel¬ 
ly, assistant city manag¬ 
er/community develop¬ 
ment director T _ as- the 
acting city manager. 
While Kelly has only 
been with the city of 
Arcadia for a few 
months, he has approxi¬ 
mately 18 years of 
senior level management 
experience in municipal 
government. 


Council race attracts 11 



Five individuals wait¬ 
ed until the last day to

11. Filing opened on 
Jan. 3 and closed last 
Friday, Jan. 14.

My dog gets recurrent anal gland infections. He is 
constantly getting them infused with antibiotics. 
What are anal glands and is there anything else we 
can do? I also have a cat. Do they have anal glands 
and do they ever have problems like this? 

Anal glands arc small sacs lined with glandular 
tissues that lie on either side of the rectum with 
small ducts that lead to the surface. They function 
as a scent gland. Normally, these sacs are emptied 
when defecation occurs. Sometimes the secretion 
can become thickened or an infection can develop 
blocking the surface duct leading to rupture of the 
sac. There is a surgical procedure to remove the 
anal sacs. This is usually reserved for those cases 
that are chronic and are not well controlled with 
infusion and/or oral antibiotics. Cats also have 
anal sacs andean have the same problems dogs do. 
It is important if you see your dog or cat licking and 
chewing excessively at his tail or rectal area or 
scooting his rear end on the floor that you have his 
anal sacs checked and expressed by your veteri¬ 
narian.
